Coal Creek, Tenn., August 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)--Bud Lindsay is no longer the rough, 
blood-seeking,. cowardly desperado he 
was twenty-four hours ago. Neither is 
he the dead man many hoped to find 
him this morning. But he is row one of 
the quietest, meekest, most bland-like 
creatures this section could produce.

Had the outlaw been the fear- 
less, desperate man he has tried to make 
the world believe, he would now be hang- 
ing from an oak tree in the very center of 
Briceville. But Lindsay is not a brave 
man. He is an arrant coward, ond, when 
he saw death was really looking him in 
the face, he yelped like a whipped cur, 


and begged for mercy as no vld slave 


under the lash ever did. And it was his 
pleading coupled with his promises that 
Just before dark a small 
group of soldiers walked up the valley 
from the depot to the stockade, where an 
hour was passed with Company G, under 
command of Lieutenant Patterson, a 
Memphis boy. That company has been 
on duty at the stockade constantly since 
the first day of January, and wore than 
once the members have been fired upon 
by Lindsay and his mountain sharpshoot- 
ers... The boys naturally entertain no love 
for Lindsay, and every soldier in the 
camp knows it well. The. squad that 
visited the camp circulated among the G 
boys generally before leaving.

“Just outside the fort. I heard some one 
‘whistle, and thé men with me answered. 
In a second it looked to me like there 
were a hundred people around ine.

It Was Sounded Because of a Lively Little 
Street Fight. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 22.—(Special.) 

The riot alarm was rung again in Knoxville

Joseph Goodman, the proprietor of a 
boarding house on Hardee street, where 
the miners make their headquarters, and 
Captain W. L. Ledgerwood, captain of one 
of the companies of Knoxville volunteers in 
the Coal Creek war, met at the postoffice 
about nogn and started in to discuss the sit- 
uation. Goodman roundly abused the citi- 
zens who had gone to the front and this in- 
censed Ledgerwood, who retaliated in kind. 
Colonel Ledgerwood, seeing Goodman was 
about to strike, hit him and was in turn 
struck with a stick. A fight followed in 
which both men fought fiercely, but neither 
was dangerously hurt before being sepa- 
rated. 

The news of the fight spread rapidly and 
before Goodman had reached Gay street sevy-

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WILL GO IN A BUNCH, 


But Will Not Strike by ‘Themselves 
Alone. 


ABRIVAL OP CHIEF SARGEANT, 


Who Goes to Buffalo to Hold a 
Conference 


WITH CHIEFS OF OTHER ORDERS. 


The Firemen Will Not Be Ordered Out 
Unless the Strike Includes All 
Other Brotherhooda, 


Buffalo, N. Y., August 22.—There will 
be either a general strike in Buffalo of all 
the orders of railroad men, in aid of the 
striking switchmen, or none of the allied 
railroad labor organizations will strike. 
Grand Master Sweeney, of the Switch- 
men’s Union, endeavored to have Chief 
Sargeant orde® the firemen out, but the 
latter declined yniegs,after a conference 
of all the railway labor leaders, a general 
strike s be decided on. Chief Sargeant’s 
arrival the most important event of 
the day. 

The railroads are steadily increasing the 
amount of freight moved daily, and the 
point has been passed where local organ- 
izations may go out on a sympathetic 
strike. © 

Chief Sargeant arrived early today in 
answer to a telegram from Mr. Sweeney 
requesting a conference of the chief execu- 
tives of all the railroad organizations. 

All Tegetiier or None. 


To the Associated Press he said: 

“Tf I order a strike of the firemen, it will 
be in conjunction with the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Conductors and the Order of 


Railroad Telegraphers.” 
“Then there will not be an isolated strike 
of the firemen ?’’ 

“No. You can deny that the firemen are 
going into this strike, except as a part of 
the column composed of other railway or- 
ganizations. I not that they will 
not strike, hut-the impression tliat they are 
to be fo to the front in this matter is 
absolutely incerrect.” 

‘Would it be possible for the local organ 
ization to order a strike of the firemen in 
this city, or upon one or more railroads 
where trouble exists, without your sane 
tion?” 

“It would not. We have a clause in our 
constitution fixing the penalty of expulsion 
in case of a strike without authority.” 

“Have the firemen ever struck out of 
sympathy ?”’ 

“We have not yet, as an organization, 
struck out of sy thy for any other or- 

nization that s had a strike on its 

ands. We have, however, been in a posi- 
tion to assist kindred organizations in se- 
curing a recognition of their rights and an 
adjustment of the differences before a 


About the Conference. 


“Have you any intimation as to the time 
and place of holding the conference to 
which you have been called?’ 

“No; I have not yet met Mr. Sweeney 
upon whom the selection of the time will 
naturally devolve, as it was he who called 
the conference.” 

Chief Sargeant intimated that Chiefs 
Arthur, Williams, of the trainmen,* and 
aera of the conductors’ unions, would at- 
ten 


“Can you forecast the matters to be dis 
cussed at the conference?’ continued the 
reporter. 

“I have not been officially informed of 
the situation here, and only form opinions 
on the hypothesis that the conditions stated 
in the newspapers actually exist. If such 
is the case, we must consider carefully 
whether or not the companies, sfiould tiey 
defeat the switchmen in the struggle, would 
single out our organizations, one after an- 
other, for annihilation, and virtually at- 
tempt to destroy organized labor. In the 
event of such a convention, we might corn 
clude that now is the time to join hands and 
make a fight against capital for recognition 
and for our own existence. If this is the 
case, a general strike may follow. But, as 
I said before, I have not come here to order 
a strike of the firemen unless. the other or- 
anizations join forces. The Federation of 
tailway Organizations is dissolved, but that 
will not prevent our coming together in an 
emergency of this kind.” : 


Sweeney and Sargeant Meet. 

Later in the day Mr. Sargeant met Mr 
Sweeney. After the interview they woul 
not talk. Mr. Sargeant, however, said tha 
he had giveh his decision to Mr. Sweeney 
to the effect that he yey, eg call out the 
firemen unless joined by the other railway 
organizations. 

‘If,” he added, “the strike now in effect 
is of sufficient importance to render neces- 
sary the combined action of the labor or- 
ganizations, the firemen’s order is ready to 
do its part; but I never will consent to the 
calling out of the firemen alone.” _

NATURALIZED GERM ANS 


Issue an Address Giving Reasons Why 
Cleveland Should Be Elected. 


New York, August 22.—The German- 
American Cleveland Union has issued an 
address signed by Carl Schurz, Oswald Ot- 
tendorfer, William Steinway, Henry Vil- 
lard, Louis Windmiller and Gustave H. 
Schwab. The address gives the reasons 
why the signers think Cleveland deserves 
the votes of naturalized Germans. It says: 

Above all we wish to state that he is a thor- 
oughly honest man, which fact even his most 
bitter foes do not dare to dispute. No one ever 
attempted to create the slightest suspicion in 
this respect. When he returned to private 
life, after having held the highest position in 
this country, his name was as unsullied as 
that of Washington. Among his most marked 
characteristics are his undaunted courage and 
his adherence to his convictions, In his career 
as governor of the state of New York and as 

resident of the United States he demonstrated 
i & most impressive manner that in this re- 
spect he is second to no other historical charac- 
ter of this country. As the bearer of execu- 
tive power he invariably subordinated party 
interests to the common welfare. He never 
hesitates to svolve the most important ques- 
tions according to his own unbiased convic- 
tion, resisting all pressure from members of 
his own ap 4 On several occasions, seeing 
his party in danger of being misled he suc- 
c ully and unflinchingl withstood their 
pressure without considering the opposition 
party leaders. 

Therefore we earnestly beseech our fellow 
citizens to aid us in securing the election of

EVERETT INTERVIEWED. 


The Congreseaman from the Seventh District 
~ Talks with Democratic Fervor. 


From The Cedartown Standard. 

“How about Tom Watson’s jag committee; 
colonel?’ asked the quill-driver. 

“Well,” said he, “I was there all the time 
whether the session was by day or night, and 
am therefore well prepared to be a witness. 
There are 3382 members of congress, and it 
is the soberest body of men I ever came in 
contact with. There is no question but that 
many members drink, but there has been 
nothing which would warrant Tom Watson's 
wholesale denunciations, by which our people 

‘would be led to believe that it was a body of 
drunkards and that drunkenness and maudlin 
speeches were of frequent occurrence in the 
house, Why, I never saw but one congress- 
man drunk on the floor of the house and 
him only once, and he was sitting quietly in 
his seat. I saw one other congressman in 
what I took to be a drunken slumber in one 
of the anterooms. As I told one of my friends 
who was asking me about it at church the 
other day, I will take the church members 
bere at Antioch, and will take them as I 
come, including the churches of Cedartown, 
until I get 332, and I will find more men 
among them who drink to excess than can be 
found among the 332 congressmen.”’

low, but it is too important to be allowed 
to stand as it is. What we intended to 
say was, that while Mr. Cleveland is op- 
posed to the free coinage of silver as a 
naked proposition, we have every reason 
to believe that he is not opposed to free 
coinage as one of the preliminary steps 
toward the permanent remonetization of 
silver. 

Mr. Carlisle says in his letter that the 
mere act of coinage does not add to the 
intrinsic value of the metal coined. This 
is true. When the government buys 
metal for the purpose of storing it and 
issuing notes against it, it places itself on 
the level of any citizen whose credit is 
good. Let us suppose that the European 
nations, aided by the United States, 
should decree that wheat was no longer 
to be regarded as a food product. Let 
us suppose that they would be able to 
carry out such a decree; that they could 
restrict the uses of wheat to its employ- 
ment in the mechanical arts. What 
would be the result? Naturally the price of 
wheat would drop to a very low figure. 
Then, suppose that as the result of a 
popular clamor on the part of the people, 
the government should undertake to in- 
crease the price of wheat by buying it at 
its lowest market price and storing it. 
Would that add to the price? If so, how? 
But suppose that the government should 
finally restore to the cereal its use as a 
food product, and thus create a demand 
for it, would not that add to its price? 

The comparison is a homely one, and, 
in some particulars, clumsy, but it will 
serve to give a very fair idea of the silver 
situation. The United States have aided 
the European nations in taking from 
silver its most important function as a 
money metal, and they are now trying 
to add to its value by buying and storing 
it to the extent of 4,500,000 ounces each 
month. 

The great question, therefore, is the 
remonetization of silver, and Mr. Cleve- 
land isnot on record as opposing it. His 
position and that of Secretary Daniel Man- 
ning was that the United States should 
cease their efforts to give silver bullion a 
momentary value, and, in this way, com- 
pel the European nations to take some 
definite steps in the matter. 

It is for this reason that those who be- 
lieve in free coinage can very consistent- 
‘ly give their cordial support to Mr. Cleve- 
land. He is no where on record as op- 
posing the remonetization of silver, and 
there is every reason to believe that he 
will endorse free coinage as a prelimi- 
nary step in the direction of remonetiza- 
tion, 


In the Name of Labor. 

In the troubles growing out of the labor 
question, many of the most active partici- 
pants are not laboring men. 

The Chattanooga Times is, presumably, 
well acquainted with the situation in East 
Tennessee, and it makes the following 
statement: 

The talk about these mobs being composed, 
as to a majority of them, of workingmen, in 
any true sense of the title, is foolishness. Not 
one in three of the rioters in Anderson county 


would do, ever did or ever will do, ten hones¢ 
days’ work in a year, if he could make $5 


a day. They are largely mountain vagabonds; 


men who hunt, loaf, drink, fight, abuse and 
neglect their women and famuies, make moon- 
shine whisky, are chronic breakers of the 


peace. Altogether they form as undesirable - 


and as dangerous an element of our popula- 
tion as do the most objectionable importa- 
tions of Huns, Sicilians and Arabs. They are 
in the present troubles more from a spirit of 
pure mischief, because they hate and want to 
rob any man who saves his earnings, thus 
secures a competence, and conducts himself 


like a good and orderly citizen. 


Doubtless there is a good deal of truth 
in this. The treachery, the brutality and 
the readiness to steal everything in sight 
displayed by many of the men engaged 
in the insurrection make it plain that 
others besides honest workingmen took a 
hand in the outbreak. 

Here is something for the well-meaning 
but dissatisfied elements of our population 
to consider. They run a terrible risk 
when they take an aggressive stand, and, 
in an organized way, make even a show of 
force. The danger is that thousands of 
idle, reckless and desperate men, not sat- 
isfied with the cause of labor, will rush in 
and precipitate anarchy, claiming that 
they are honest toilers driven by their 
grievances to adopt violent methods. 
These criminals are ready to rob and 
murder in the name of labor, and, when 
the final settlement comes, the authori- 
ties find it difficult to separate the two 
classes. 

The surest way for the honest and in- 
telligent workingmen of America to secure 
the reforms they demand is to remain 
loyal to the law. They can accomplish 
more through public opinion, when they 
are right, than they can through mob 
violence when they are either right or 
wrong. 

All classes of people in this country 
naturally sympathize with our wage 
workers. This popular sympathy can be 
judiciously utilized so that it will work 
wonders. But mistaken methods, en- 
dangering peace, property and life, will 
change this feeling. 

Labor should ally ‘itself with law. It 
degrades itself when it permits conditions 


all of its rights under the law, and good 
citizens will never go outside of the law 
to secure redress or to enforce a remedy.

appropriation of money or property, into 
different grades with suitable penalties.

We must try some new experiment. If 
we are to go on with our present system, 
there may be 5,000 long-term convicts in 
Georgia in less than ten years, and the 
state will not be prepared to handle them, 
and should not lease them. 

England found it necessary to reduce 
her number of statutory crimes, and make 
the penalties lighter, and the states have 
done the same thing more than once since 
the revolution. 

Is it not time to overhaul the code 
again? ° 


Two September States. 

It is an old trick of the republican 
managers during a presidential campai 
to direct public attention to their ) 
September states, Vermont and Maine, 
and gloomily intimate that they are ap- 
prehensive of a heavy falling off in the 
vote of their party in the stat® elections. 
Then they go to work to secure their 
usual majorities, and, when the result is 
announced, it has all the effect of a sur- 
prising republican victory. 

The same old game will be tried this 
year. The democratic managers are not 
wasting their energies on such hide-bound 
republican states as Vermont and Maine, 
and the result of their state elections in 
September is a foregone conclusion. 

It is well for democrats to keep these 
facts in view, and not be misled by the 
pretended alarm of their opponents in a 
quarter where we have no reason to ex- 
pect a material reduction of the repub- 
lican vote. 

Veteran democrats are not likely to in- 
dulge in enthusiastic predictions about 
these two states. They are prepared for 
the usual republican hurrah in September 
over their sham victory. Our side will 
be heard from later.

Congressman Everett, of the seventh 
district, is now at home looking after his 
farming interests, and concerning himself 
very little about the approaching nomi- 
nation.

Northen for Aid. 
HIS AMMUNITION WAS VERY SCARCE. 


Georgia Had Muocb, and Still Hasa Well- 
Stocked Armory—Tennessee’s 
Gratitude. 


The newspapers of Tennessee are telling 
a story about the Coal Creek trouble that 
is of especial interest here in Georgia and 
Atlanta. 

It seems that Governor Buchanan's state 
armory was not in the best condition when 
this miners’ war broke out. He had not 
profited by the doctrine p by George 
Washington—“in time of peace prepare for 
war.” His armdéFy was poorly supplied, 
and he had to telegraph around to the gov- 
ernors of neighboring states for ammuni- 
tion, T> be ready for an emergency. He 
also telegraphed to the department of war 
at Washington for guns and cartridges. 

Among the neighboring states he appeal- 
ed to for tit loan of ammunition was Geor- 
gia, which, thanks to Governor Northen’s 
circumspectidh and wisdom, is always in 
posséssiun of an armory well stocked with 
all manner of cartridges and implements of 
war. 

Governor Northen sent the goods speedily 
to the commander of Tenriessee’s volunteers 
as réquested, seeing that a good deal was 
at stake and much bloodshed could be spar- 
ed by surrounding the miners with a more 
overpowering. army, causing them to sur- 
render. The_ following dispatch to The 
Constitution from Nashville explains itself: 


Nashville, Tenn., August 22.—Tennessee 
found it necessary to call on Georgia for 
assistance a few days ago and Georgia, 
through her state officials, promptly came to 
the rescue. 

When the national guards and sheriffs’ 
posses were first ordered to Coal Creek, Gen- 
eral Norman found that he had a very small 
supply of ammunition. This must be had at 
once, so he sent the following telegram: 

“W. J. North Governor, Atlanta.—-I want 
20,000 rounds of ammunition forwarded to 
Knoxville for an emergency. If possible, I 
hope i will comply. Send‘at once. 

“H. H. NOR , Adjutant General.” 

General Norman was very much tifled at 
the promptness with which the following re- 
ply was made: 

“H. H. Norman, Adjutant General, Nash- 
ville—Your telegram received. Will compl 
with your request. Ammunition goes forw 


at once. 
' “Ww. J. NORTHEN, -Governor.”
